THE AMEER IN ENGLAND. 


An entire month of British hos- 
pitality has begun for the tourist 
ruler of Afghanistan. In Paris and 
Berlin the honors paid to King 
AMANULLAH and his consort could 
have had no ulterior motive except 
commercial. In England it is in- 
eyitable that political aims should 
be discerned. Since the World War 
Russian influence at Kabul has been 
in the ascendant, but it would hardly 
be correct to say.at the expense of 
Great Britain. Up to the present 
the latter has been willing enough to 
let the progressive young King man- 
age his own affairs and friendships, 
provided he remained a good neigh- 
bor on the northwest frontier. 

A brief Anglo-Afghan “war” in 
1919 was followed in February, 1921, 
by a Russo-Afghan treaty, in which, 
among other things, Moscow suc- 
ceeded to the privilege and presum- 
ably the pleastire of furnishing the 
annual subsidy hitherto paid by the 
British Government. Later in the 
same year an Anglo-Afghan treaty 
recognized the independence of 
Afghanistan, but stipulated that 
Russian Consuls should not be per- 
mitted in the Afghan towns border- 
ing on India; and to this pledge 
King AMANULLAH has lived up. 
There was @ war flurry in the Win- 
ter of 1928-24 over Afghan raiders 
who had murdered several British 
subjects, but the matter was ad- 
justed. In 1926 Kabul signed a neu- 
trality and non-aggression treaty 
with Russia, The Afghan King is 
credited with Western ideas, and he 
has managed to go about his mod- 
ernization program while holding the 
balance even between the two old 
rivals in the mountain heart of Asia.

In so far as the un- 
dertaking can be regarded as a mat- 
ter of eliminating grade crossings, 
the burden will be. divided between 
the railroad, the State and the city, 
50-40-10, according to the latest 
proposal. In a report published in 
yesterday’s City Record; Mr. TUTTLE 
suggests that “Death Avenue” and 
the major grade crossings to the 
north be first dealt with. In the 
meantime the city would secure 
from the railroad “all the rights 
“needed for the additional improve- 
“ments shown on the plan,” with 
the understanding that the time for 
undertaking them “would be de- 
“pendent to a large extent on the 
“financial resources of the city.” 
Costs could be estimated only “ very 
approximately.” We must wait for 
further information on this ‘vital as- 
pect of the improvement. ° 


THE “ FREE ACADEMY ” PASSES 
All that is physical of the old Free 
Academy, which has stood for more 
than three-quarters of a century at 
the corner of Lexington Avenue and 
Twenty-third Street, will in a day or 
two have wholly disappeared, The 
Gothic ‘structure of strange turrets, 
which welcomed the first class of 148 
boys, picked representatives of the 
public schools of the city, seventy- 
nine years ago, and which in its day 
of glory has received as visitors 
some of the great of the earth; has 
been demolished to make way for a 
building of numerous, if less ‘lotty, 
rooms. It was built for $48,000, 
which was $2,000 less than the 
amount appropriated, andthe land 
on which will now rise a building 
costing $1,000,000 or more (with 
possibilities of additional stories 
costing another $1,000,000) was 
purchased for only $25,900. 

There are thousands for whom 
memories of this place, where the 
city made the first provision for the 
higher education of her sons, will 
not fade into forgetfulness ‘with the 
passing of this landmark.

101 FRAUD CASES TRIED. 


‘Bureau Reports Seventy-Six Convic- 
tions in Year. 


A report of the work of the Com- 
mercial Frauds Bureau in the office 
of United States Attorney Tuttle, pre- 
pared by David W. Peck, head of the 
bureau, was made public yesterday. 
It shows that for the year ended 
March 1, 101 fraud cases were prose- 
cuted. There were seventy-six con- 
victions, nineteen acquittals and six 
jury dis ments. 

Thirty-six .of the cases were for 
misuse of the mails and sixty-five for 
fraudulent bankruptcies. Of the mail 

fraud cases thirty-one ended in con- 
—— three in acquittals and two 
in jury disagreements,. Of the bank- 
ruptcy cases, forty-five ended in con- 
victions, sixteen in ‘acquittals and 
four: disagreements. 

The report. cited several recent 
trials of persons charged with fraud 
who were convicted, and contained 
this comment by Mr. Tuttle: 

“It is not my poly to prosecute 
only where certa: a conviction. 
Such a policy, while it might insure a 
meagre record containing a ‘large 
mopoectage of . convictions, wou a 
speedily interpreted ‘by those in- 
dulging in commercial frauds as a 
sign of weakness and as a sort of 
license for those carefully screened 
frauds which are 
difficult to unmask. What we want 
the crooks to know is that, where 
we are satisfied of guilt. we are ‘go- 
ing to place them before a jury when- 
ever we can get any reasonable and 
persuasive evidence at ‘all, and leave 
it to them to wriggle out if they 
can. ?
